Sloppy police work? 


The 1981 slaying of Janice Beidleman and her 21-month- 

old son Brandon remains unsolved, but is it unsolved 
because of a lack of suspect or an inept police 
investigation. 
' In the Nov. 8 edition of the CALL & POST, Columbus 
Police Lt. Ralph Casto said the unsolved murders were 
“rather frustrating and shocking”...“especially with the 
number of hours invested in trying to find the person 
responsible for the crime.” 

The Beidiemans were found dead Sept. 14, 1981, near 
Alum Creek and Agler Rd., near the Bridgeview Golf 
Course. . 

In three years, police have made no arrests, and state that 
the investigation is continuing. 

An ex-Columbus Black police officer who was called in 
to assist the all-white homicide detectives with the investi- 
gation maintains that he uncovered sufficient facts, evi- 
dence and a motive that identified a suspect. 

The officer wrote ina letter to the CALL & POST and high 
ranking city officials that “there was testimony on my 
behalf from Det. Sgt. Wm. Steckman (former homicide sgt.) 
who testified before (former) Safety Director Bernard 
Chupka that substantial information that may result in an 
indictment in, the near future had been obtained through 
my investigation and clearly pointed to @ suSpect.” 

The officer said that Sgt. Steckman signed an affidavit 
supporting the facts and another high ranking officer was 
aware of the investigation. : 

The ex-officér is going public with his part in the investi- 
gation because he sincerely believes that a cover-up is in 
progress. 

We think the officer, who worked intimately on the case, 
has raised key questions that can no longer go 
unanswered. We demand that the Columbus Police 
Department immediately give a public accounting of the 
Beidieman case. 


Heard for City Council 


Rarely does the Columbus City Council have the oppor- 
tunity to do something which is both right and proper as 
well as politically expedient. But, now the Council, led by 
President Jerry Hammond. has that chance--to choose

The question we should all ask 
ourselves with the execution in 
North Carolina of Mrs. Margie Bar- 
field is this: was her execution any 
less barbaric because it was done 


paintessty? Does the fact that she: 
was first put to sleep and thea” 


murdered by tNe state make nat 
murder any more humane? 

Itisa question we must ask now, 
because following Mrs. Barfield's 
execution will surely come a rash 
of executions across this nation. If 
this country can execute a 52- 
year-old white grandmother, the 
1,420 people now on death row are 
as good as dead. According to the 
Legal Defense Fund, of these 
1,420 condemned prisoners, 597 -- 
or 42 percent are Black, Further, 
75 of these inmates — or 5.3 per- 
cent are Hispanic. These are 
frightening figures. 

For those who follow the Judeo- 
Christian ethic, their position on 
the issue of capital punishment 


must be guided by its teachings: 
“Thou shalt not kill” and “Ven- 
geance is mine saith the Lord” are 
words which cannot be easily 
ignored. 

For some, however, these teach-

ings may seem inadequate to the 
horrors of our daily life. Should not 
a vicious murderer or child moles- 
ter be subjected to the ultimate 
punishment? Aren't theresome 
crimes for which only death is an 
appropriate societal response?

National Black legislators plan ambitious agenda 


The politicos and those 
interested in Black politics on 
the state level should mark 
down Nov. 28 through Dec, 2 
on their calendars. There, in 
Los Angeles, will be a seminal 
event: the flexing of muscles of 
the National Conference of 
Black State Legislators, which 
will meet to develop a national 
agenda to be acted upon in the 
state legislatures. 

Maryland State Sen. Clar- 
ence Mitchell I!, chairman of 
the NCBSL, told The CALL & 
POST recently that the state 
legislators, coming to Los 
Angeles from 44 different 
states, will develop “five or six 
model pieces of legislation,” 
which will be introduced simul- 


taneously in state capitols 
across the country. The bills 
will address issues such as 
minority business develop- 
ment (probably recommend- 
ing some minority set-aside, 


along the Ohio model), and the 
divestiture, by state pension 
systems, of stocks of compan-- 
jes which do business with 
South Africa. 
The Black state legislators, 

and their efforts on behalf of 
Black citizens, have often been

First of all, this drought and 
nergency did not guddenly 

ippen. As early as October of 
183, Bread for the World, a 
hristian citizens’ movement 
jainst hunger. was trying to 
ert Congress of the need for 
ction. Congress has been 
sry slow to respond, finally 
proving $150 million specifi- 
ally for African food aid and 
16 million for non-food aid 
is past summer. This amount 


was allocated for the 1964 fis- 
cal year which ended October 
1 

To put some perspective on 
this figure, consider that this 
money which is needed to keep 
literally millions of people alive 
is less than the supplemental 
military aid given to El Salva- 
dor in the past year. Unfortu- 
nately the drought in Ethiopia 
has been three years running, 
and there is no possibility of 
harvests until November 1985. 
Also keep in mind that this fam- 
ine is not confined to Ethiopia, 
and more than 150 million 
people in 30 countries are at 
risk in the coming months. 

Recently publicized reports 


spent al money appropriated 
for all famine relief for the 
entire year. It ts important to 
note that our government has 
allocated jess food ald for 
Africa during fiscal year 1965 
than wes spent in 1984, even 
though the situation is 
worsening. 

Looking closer at our 
government policies we see 
that during the perlod from 
1981 to 1983 our government's 
military aid to African govern- 
ments more than doubled 
while our food aid to Africa was 
cut by more than a third. This 
large scale militarization of 
African governments, with 
encouragement and large 
scale support by our govern- 
ment, has been clearly at the 
expense of agricultural devel- 
opment and support of the 
countries’ food producers. 

It is no secret that the politi- 
cal climate in many African 
countries is not only an obsta- 
cle to getting relief supplies 
where they are needed, but 
also a factor in the enormity of 
hunger. Governments’ actions 
or inactions on both sides of 


the Atlantic, whether or not we 


i much 
that we who are American citi- 
zens can do. 

_A bi has been introduced 
into (H.R. 6203, tre 
Atrican Relief and Recovery 
Act) which addresses short 
term relief aid and recovery for 
Africans in the next year. It 
would add $265 million for 
food and $185 million for non- 
food tamine relief and recovery 
efioris. This bill has not been 
supported by the Administra- 
tion and will be reintroduced in 
January. 

White our voluntary contri- 
butions to private relief organi- 
zations are sorely needed, the 
responsibility and role of 
government in addressing the 
larger issues is also crucial. Let 
us urge our elected Con- 
gressmen to represent our 
concerns and hopes for the 
African peoples. We can do 
this by specifically asking 
them to cosponsor and sup- 
port the above mentioned bill. 
Know that our letters as well as 
our dollars have.the power to 
accomplish much good!

Important legislation passed 


Dear Editor: 

As Vice-Chair of The Con- 
gressional Black Caucus, | am 
writing to let you know of an 
important civil rights measure 
that passed in the closing 
hours of the 98th Congress. 
That measure, S. 66, the Cable 
Communications Policy Act of 
1984, mandates equal em- 
ployment opportunity in the 
Cable industry as part of an 
overall national framework for 
theregulation of cable 
television. 

Equal employment oppor- 
tunity is particularly important 
in the mass media, where who 
is behind the camera and in the 
front office has a profound 
effect on the portrayal of 
minorities and women. S. 66 
recognizes this critical fact, 
and @atablishes in statute that 
cable television operators may 
not discriminate on the basis of 
race or sex, and must maintain 
affirmative action programs to 
ensure equal opportunity in 
every aspect of their employ- 
ment practices. 

In addition, S.66 requires the 
Federal Communications 
Commission to periodically 
investigate each cable opera- 
tor to ensure compliance with 
the equal employment oppor- 
tunity provisions of the law. As 
part of its responsibility to 


investigate, the FCC is 
expected to conduct random 
on-site inspections of cable 
operators’ EEO programs. Vio- 
lators will be punished by a 
daily fine of $200, and repeated 
violations could lead to the 
denial of a cable operator's 
request to renew his or her 
franchise. 

The equal employment 
opportunity provisions of S. 66 
constitute one of the few 
advances in civil rights made 
during the Reagan Administra- 
tion, coming only days after 
efforts to overturn the 
Supreme Court's Grove City 
ruling were defeated in the 
Senate: S. 66 is the first and 
only industry-specific equal 
employment legislation since 
-Title- Vil was enacted in the 
1960s. 

The ultimate success of S.66 
is due in no small measure to 
the efforts of Ohio's Senator 
Howard Metzenbaum. During 
the hectic final week that Con- 
gress was in session, Senator 
Metzenbaum and | worked 
closely together to ensure that 
meaningful EEO standards 
remained a part of the bill. ! am 
Pleased to report that we 
succeeded.

average golfer picks up during 
the week is a knife and fork. So 
please be.sensible and do.a 
little practice before a round. | 
am not for one moment, sug- 
gesting that you get to the 
course two or three hours 
before your game and slog 
away on the practice tee. That 
isn't necessary. For one thing, 
you would probably be too 
tired to even start a round of 
golf. But a few shots on the 
practice tee with most of your 
clubs will pay handsome divi- 
dends. You can expect to, and 
will knock as much as a half 
dozen shot off your. score by 
doing this. 

There is absolutely no 
excuse for missing a tee shot. 
Technically it’s the easiest shot 
in the games, and if you think 
about it, you'll agree. You 
always hit the ball off a wooden 
tee so there is no bad lie, thick 
rough or any such problem to 
interfere with the swing. Here 
then is the ideal situation to go 
ahead and execute the golf 
swing in the proper manner. 

The object of the driver is to 
propel the ball as far as possi- 
ble to a position on the fairway 
which will set you up for your 
next shot, and in most cases, if 
you have done the job prop- 
erly, you will be aiming for the 
green. Unfortunately far too 
*many weekend golfers change 
their personalities as soon as 
they step onto the tee. From 
the moment they take the 
driver in their hands they 
become power crazy, they 
have but one desire, to hit the 
ball with everything they've 
got. This invariably sets into 
motion a disastrous chain of 
event. They swing back too 
quickly, destroying their rhy- 
them and running their timing. 
Now having lost their control, 
they hit widly at the ball with 
little, if any accuracy. If luck’s 
with them the ball lands on the 
fairway, but the odds are it will 
finish up somewhere in the 

. This is both pointless 

and silly, for when you put your 
tee shot into the rough, a 
bunker or any such hazard, 
you are facing two problems: 
getting out of the trouble—and 
traying te reach the green: The 
golden rule to remember when 
you step onto the tee obsessed 
with the thought of driving the 
ball out of sight is this:

His brother, Joseph ff 
Washington, 27, of 3314 Bod- 
man Dr. was sentenced Oct. 30 
to life in prison. He escaped a 
possible death sentence when 
a Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court jury found him 
guilty of aggravated murder, 
but acquitted him of a death 
penalty specification. 


He will be eligible for a 
parole in 23 years. 

O'Neal was found fatally 
shot in a parking lot behind the 
Valley Dale Ballroom, at 1590 
Sunbury Rd. 


A third co-defendant, Mary 
Frances Gallagher. 27, of the’ 
Berrell Avenue address, will be 
sentenced Nov. 26. She has 
pleaded guilty to involuntary 


manslaughter and aggravated 
robbery charges. Gallagher is 
the widow of a slain Cleveland 
police officer, according to 
records.
